Government has 
made a definite commitment to support this project to toe tune of about 
$100, 000, regardless of the fact that everyone seems to agree that there 
is very little merit to the idea. It appears tost we are going to be nicked 
for toe $ 100 * 000 . 


4. Please have the appropriate people follow up on ibis and continue 
to fight toe good fight until such time as we get a written directive. X 
told Bob Amory that I would gladly pay the $100, 000 cut of CIA funds if 
he wouM authorise our spending $09, 000, 000 out of our Reserve Funds 
or altsewatively push through an early retirement program for us.
